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Marine Corps Cut As 
House Passes Navy Bill 


Decisively defeating a motion to rec- 
ommit the Navy appropriation bill for a 
further cut of ten per cent, the House 
on April 28 passed the measure and sent 
it to the Senate earrying substantially 
the amount recommended by the appro- 
priations committee. 

In voting 198 to 20 against a further 
ten per cent cut in the bill, the House is 
now on record as opposed to the applica- 
tion of the McKellar Resolution to the 
Navy bill. The resolution adopted by 
the Senate provides for a flat ten per 
cent reduction of all appropriation bills 
below the figure approved by the House. 
If the Senate lays an arbitrary one- 
tenth slash upon the naval bill, the 
House cannot approve the action without 
appointing conferees as was done in the 
case of the Interior Bill, it is believed. 

In addition to the Marine Corps officer 
cut, reduction of the funds for pay of 
that service will require a further re- 
duction of about 600 enlisted men, offi- 
cials of the Corps reveal. Although the 
report of the appropriation committee on 
the naval bill, specifically states that 
“both the budget and the bill are upon 
a basis of 15,348 enlisted men,” for the 
Marine Corps, the bill does not carry 
sufficient money for this number. 

Whether intentionally or not, the com- 
mittee in providing against the appoint- 
ment of additional Marine officers until 
June 1933, cut the funds for pay of the 
Marine Corps, greatly below what will 
actually be necessary with this provi- 
sion. They estimated that, by banning 
new officer appointments, the strength of 
the Corps would be reduced by 53 officers 
and apparently in figuring the reduction 
to be made from the appropriation for 
pay, multiplied this number by the aver- 
age rate of pay of an officer for a year, 
which is approximately $4,109. 

Attrition, however, is not expected to 
reduce the officer strength by over 40 
instead of 53, the Marine Corps states, 
and moreover, the money saved is not at 
all the average yearly salary, but the 
salary of a second lieutenant for part of 
a year. The committee estimate assumes 
that all of the officers who will go out 
of the service during the year will do 
so on the first day of July 1, 1932. Ae- 
tually however, the loss will be spread 
over the entire year, so instead of a 
year’s pay being saved in each case, it 
will be an average of about six months’ 
pay. Instead then of saving $217,805, 
the ban on new appointments will only 
save about six months pay of 40 second 
lieutenants, or about $36,000. This will 
mean that there will be something like 
$180,000 short from the appropriation, 
pay of the Marine Corps. requiring that 
enlistments be stopped. This will reduce 
the Corps by 600 men, it is estimated, 
bringing the total strength to below 14,- 
800 men. 

This situation was called to the atten- 
tion of the appropriations committee by 
Marine Corps officers, and the matter 
was raised on the floor of the House,

Newspapers Comment On Reductions In 1933 Naval Appropriation Bill 


Comment on the reductions made in the 1933 Navy appropriation bill has been 
varied. Most of the discussion of the bill in the editorial columns of the newspapers 
centers around the statement of Admiral Pratt that we have cut “to the danger 
zone,” and opinion seems to be divided as to whether the committee has gone just 
to this line or beyond it. 





“Economy in Federal expenditure, as every one knows, is today not a theory but 
a condition demanded at almost any sacrifice,” states the Washington Evening Star. 
There is one point at which the country has a right to expect that sacrifice will not 
be made. That is the point at which the interests of national defense can be 
imperiled. * * * The country at large has confidence in the wisdom and patrio- 
tism of the men in charge of the Navy. It will be preponderantly inclined to believe 
that the House Appropriations Committee was ill-advised when it ignored the * * * 
message from Admiral Pratt, chief of naval operations, which was submitted when 
Congress began, consideration of the annual Navy budget. 

“The naval pil recommended to the House yesterday by the appropriations com- 
mittee cuts thy carrent scale of expenditures by some $32,000,000,” states the Cleve- 
land Plain Ded@ler. “It heeds a warning by Rear Admiral Pratt, chief of naval 
operations, that any further reduction in operating force would ‘jeopardize our 
national security.’ No American wants to jeopardize that. 

“One provision of the bill will meet general approval; it authorizes the president 
to dispose of unessentia] navy yards and naval shore stations. Petty local politics 
will protest. They ought to be abolished.” 











“The chief of the Navy Department warns that we cannol go any further in the 
way of making cuts, ‘without jeopardizing our national security,’ ” comments the 
Utica, N. Y¥., Observer-Dispatch. “But someone might suggest to him that if we 
continue without making cuts in the navy and every other department of govern- 
ment—general, state, and local—we will not have any security to jeopardize. Ad- 
mittedly, the naval appropriation is not large when compared with what has been 
the practice. But conditions have changed and the big navy advocates must get 
along with less, the same as everyone else. We will have to trust to luck with what 
we have in the way of naval defense.”

Army Appropriations 


Representative Henry T. Rainey, Illi-

General Smith Retires 








Maj. Gen. William R. Smith, U.S.A. 





Maj. Gen. William R. Smith, USA, 
will retire today, April 30, from the 
active list of the Army and from his 
post as superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy—the institution 
which he entered as a cadet forty-four 
years ago. 

General Smith became superintendent 
of West Point in 1928. Several old regu- 
lations restricting cadet activities were 
revoked during his tour of duty. En- 
trance requirements designed to admit 
men better qualified to complete the 
course of instruction have been effected 
and an extensive building and road con- 
struction program practically completed. 
General Smith’s most important contri- 
bution to the welfare of West Point, 
however, is the expansion program 
which was authorized last year by Con- 
gress. Under this program ground for 
training facilities will be acquired even- 
tually and the Post water supply pro- 
tected and enhanced. 

New construction completed during 
General Smith’s four years as superin- 
tendent or about to be completed, which 
has assisted materially in reducing un- 
employment in this section includes a 
new mess hall known as Washington 
Hall, new cadet barracks, 28 sets of 
officers’ quarters, and officers’ apartment 
house and 54 sets of non-commissioned 
officers’ quarters. The electrical power 
plant was overhauled and its capacity 
increased 216%. Also an old expensive 
gas plant was discontinued and mains 
installed permitting gas to be purchased 
from civilian agencies at a much lower 
cost. An ice arena was also built as well 
as a polo field. Prior to the completion 
of the new barracks, cadets were quar- 





tered 3 in a room. Now only 2 men are 
assigned to a room. Considerable beauti- 
fying work of the grounds has also been 
completed. Under no ether superintend- 
ent has so much construction been com- 
pleted since the founding of the Acad- 
emy in 1802. 

General Smith was born in Nashville, 
Tennessee, on April 2, 1868. After at- 
tending Vanderbilt University in that 
city for two years he was appointed to 
the United States Military Academy 
from Nashville in 1888. Upon gradua- 
tion from West Point in 1892 he was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant of Artillery. 

In 1895 he was ordered to the United 
States Military Academy as an instruc- 
tor in the Department of Chemistry and 
later in the Department of Ordnance 
and Gunnery. While on this duty at 
West Point he was promoted to the 
grades of first lieutenant and captain. 
In 1901 he was ordered to Ft. Morgan, | 
Ala., as a company commander of Coast 
Artillery troops and in 1903 returned to ' 


the United States Military Academy for 
a four-year detail as instructor in 
mathematics. 

In February, 1917, General Smith 
built and put in place the first sub- 
marine net in America. This net was 
2,000 yards long and extended from Ft. 
Monroe, Va., to Ft. Wool, Va., closing 
the entrance to Hampton Roads. In 
May, 1917, he was promoted to the grade 
of colonel and ordered to Washington, 
D. C., for duty in the Office of the Chief 
of Coast Artillery where he remained 
until] August of that year. 

Appointed a temporary brigadier gen- 
eral of the National Army in August, 


1917, he was assigned to command the | 
62nd Field Artillery Brigade of the 37th | 
Division at Camp Sheridan, Montgom- | 


ery, Ala. Upon the departure of the 62nd 


Field Artillery Brigade for service in | 


France he was appointed a temporary 


major general of the National Army and | 


assigned to command the 36th Division 
(National Guard of Texas and Okla- 
homa), with which organization he 
sailed for France in July, 1918. 

He commanded the 36th Division in 
the Champagne area in October, 1918» 
when, as a unit of the Fourth French 
Army under General Gouraud, his divi- 
sion drove the Germans from the vicini- 
ty of Somme-Py to the Aisne River. 
General Smith returned to the United 
States with the 36th Division in June, 
1919, and commanded that organization 
until it was demobilized at Camp Bowie, 
Texas. 

He was appointed a brigadier general 
in the Regular Army in 1920 and a per- 
manent major general in July, 1924. 

In August, 1927, he became Command- 
ing General of the Hawaiian Department 
on which duty he remained until Janu- 
ary, 1928, when he became Superinten- 
dent of West Point. 

General Smith has been awarded the 
decorations of Commander of the Legion 
of Honor (French), and the Distin- 
guished Service Medal (United States).

Admiral Bristol Retires 























Rear Adm. Mark L. Bristol, USN 


Rear Adm. Mark L. Bristol, USN, will 
be placed on the retired list tomorrow, 
concluding a career rich in achievements 
and broad in scope. 

Entering the naval service as a mid- 
shipman in 1883 at the age of fifteen, 
Admiral Bristol during the past forty- 
nine years has distinguished himself as 
a fleet commander, a diplomat, an avia- 
tion pioneer, and a man, loved by his 
brother officers and admired by the 
world. He reached the statutory retire- 
ment age of 64 years on April 16, and 
was detached from duty as Chairman 
of the Navy General Board, a post he 
has held for the past two years. 

Perhaps Admiral Bristol is_ best 
known to the world for his service as 
United States High Commissioner to 
Turkey from 1919 to 1927. High praise 
he received for his handling of this im- 
portant diplomatic post, and when he 
returned to the United States, President 
Coolidge stating in a letter to him that 
“the success which you have achieved, 
the position which you have secured for 
the United States in Turkey has been 
notable in the annals of American di- 
plomacy.” 

Admiral Bristol saw active service in 
two wars participating in the Battle of 
Santiago, during the Spanish-American 
War, as a junior lieutenant on the 
battleship Texas ; and he commanded the 
battleships North Carolina and Okla- 
homa in the war zone during the World 
War, receiving a Distinguished Service 
Medal for the latter service. 

In 1911 the then Commander Bristol 
was sent to the Asiatic Station, and 
while commanding the USS Monterey, 
he was awarded 4 letter of commenda- 
tion from the Secretary of the Navy for 
his services in protecting American in- 
terests during disturbances in Swatow, 
China. 

In the fall of 1913, he was ordered to 
the Navy Department for special duty in 
connection with the development of aero- 
nautices and appointed Director of Naval 
Aeronautics, Division of Operations, 
Navy Department. In June 1916, he was 
ordered to command the North Carolina, 
battleship, with additional duties in con- 
nection with the supervision of the de- 
velopment of aircraft service with the 
fleet. 

During the closing days of the late 
war, Admiral Bristol was given com- 
mand of the United States Naval Base 
at Plymouth, England, and after the 
armistice, he was appointed as “United 
States Representative to superintend the 
execution of certain naval conditions of 
the armistice with Germany.” 

Upon conclusion of his service in Tur- 





key in 1927, Admiral Bristol assumed 
command of the Asiatic Fleet and 
served in that capacity until 1929, com- 
ing to the General Board in that year. 
In addition to the honors awarded him 
by this country, Admiral Bristol was 
decorated by the Russian Government, 
receiving the Order of St. Anna, First 
Class. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams has sent 
the following letter to Admiral Bristol : 

“Your career in the active naval ser- 
vice, extending over a period of forty- 
nine years has included many activities 
within the varied scope of the naval pro- 
fession. All the duties which have been 
assigned to you have been discharged 
competently, ably, and to the fullest 
satisfaction of the Department. 

“The Department, therefore, takes this 
occasion to express to you its apprecia- 
tion of the long and valuable services 
which you have rendered to the country 
during your period of active service in 
the Navy, and wishes you many years of 
health and happiness.”

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Service Personnel in Hawaii 


Praise for the conduct of service per- 
sonnel and stress on the military and 
naval importance of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands are outstanding features of the re- 
port of Assistant Attorney General Rich- 
ardson made public in full text this week 
by the Senate Committee on Territories 
and Insular Affairs. Mr. Richardson’s 
report and accompanying exhibits, com- 
piled after a personal investigation or- 
dered following the Fortesque case, fill 
a printed volume of 315 pages. 

“It seems,” the report states, “to be 
almost uniformly conceded that the con- 
duct and behavior of the soldiers and 
sailors in Honolulu is of as high is not 
higher standard, as that of the service 
personnel in other cities regularly fre- 
quented by soldiers and sailors, and many 
Honolulu citizens express pride in the 
friendly relations which, with rare ex- 
ceptions, have existed between the Army 
and the Navy and the civilian popula- 
tion.” 

Speaking of the police problem, Mr. 
Richardson says, “That problem is ren- 
dered less difficult than it would other- 
wise be by the very effective aid rendered 
by the miltiary police and the navy shore 
patrol.” 

Again referring to service personnel 
the investigator states, “I have made a 
very thorough effort to investigate the 
charge that deep racial resentment ex- 
isted between the civil population and 
the service men, but I was unable to 
verify the charge. What the future may 
bring forth, no one can tell.” 


Army and Navy 


Treating of the “Army and Navy” in 
the report proper, Mr. Richardson says: 

“The Army and Navy Establishments 
present, as may be expected, material 
additional problems in connection with 
law enforcement. 

“As a rule, the crimes in which mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy personnel 
participate are of a petty inconsequential 
nature. Assault and battery and drunk- 
enness cover a majority of the charges 
made. I found no real basis for a charge 
that there was not a fair working ar- 
rangement between the military and 
naval authorities and the police admin- 
istration. Generally speaking, the serv- 
ice men are turned over to their own 
police and the city police had no further 
contact with them. The Army, in par- 
ticular, expressed its satisfaction with 
the contact which existed between the 
military police and the local police de- 
partment. Such examination as I was 
able to make indicated to me that the 
service men who were turned over to 
their respective police for attention re- 
ceived severer punishmnt, on the whole, 
than did civilian residents committing 
the same offenses from the civil tri- 
bunals. 

“A certain amount of friction existed, 
due to competition for local women and 
girls, but I do not regard the same as 
serious. A certain amount of bastardy 
cases were traceable to the service men, 
and some cases of desertion of family, 
but the records of the juvenile court 
seemed to show that such cases were 
surprisingly small in number. 

“T can find no reason for concluding, 
however, that the resulting situation is 
any different than is always present 
when such a large body of single young 
men live in proximity to an urban popu- 
lation. A certain amount of trouble is 
bound to exist between portions of the 
civil population and the service men, due 
to various activities which bring them 
in contact. The history of such contacts 
inclines me to the view that it is im- 
possible to eradicate any particular 
number of them.” 

In the report on “Police Administra- 
tion” it was pointed out, quoting the 
Surgeon General's report, that the Army 
troops there have probably the lowest 
admission rate for social diseases in the 
history of the Army, citing the admis- 
sion rate there as 16.21 per thousand in 
1930 as compared with 47.7 for the entire 
United States Army. 


Police Administration 


After pointing out that there are ap- 
proximately 19,000 soldiers and sailors 
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in or near Honolulu, the report states: 

“Although frequent violations of law 
by members of the military and naval 
establishments occur, these violations in- 
clude relatively few crimes of a highly 
serious nature. There is no evidence 
that the number of crimes committed by 
the service personnel in Honolulu is in 
excess of what must be reasonably ex- 
pected in view of the large number of 
soldiers and sailors involved. 

“There have been frequent complaints 
that soldiers and sailors will sometimes 
live with native girls for two or three 
years, often marrying them, and then 
when their period of enlistment is ended, 
leave their wives or sweethearts, as the 
case may be, often with a child or chil- 
dren, and return to the mainland. It 
was, however, impossible to secure any 
accurate data as to the number of these 
cases. 

“A check of the records of the juve- 
nile division of the circuit court dis- 
closed that during the four years 1928 
to 1931, inclusive, the juvenile court 
handled 160 cases involving sexual of- 
fenses against minors, in only 12 of 
which service men were charged with 
having had immoral sex relations with 
minors. During the same period, 56 
bastardy cases were filed in the juvenile 
court, in only 2 of which service men 
were found to be the fathers of illegiti- 
mate children.” 

A most interesting exhibit and one 
which Mr. Richardson cites in his report 
is a statement given to him by Rear 
Admiral Yates Stirling, jr., comman- 
dant of the 14th Naval District and 
the Naval Base at Pearl Harbor. The 
text of the Admiral’s statement “On the 
Military and Naval importance of the 
Hawaiian Islands and the form of gov- 
ernment required for the Territory of 
Hawaii,” follows: 


Admiral Stirling’s Statement 


The Hawaiian Islands are primarily a de- 
fensive outpost, or spearhead, lying 2,100 
miles to the westward of the United States 
mainland in the Pacific Ocean, and in the 
event of war in the Pacific would constitute 
a vitally important naval operating base 
without the support of which the United 
States Fleet could not operate to the West- 
ward thereof except with great difficulty 
and danger. 

The island of Oahu in particular, because 
of its armament, constitutes a fortress island 
of great national importance. The other is- 
lands of this group are also important, but 
to a lesser degree, and they will have to be 
denied to an enemy endeavoring to attack 
Oahu. 

The conditions in all these islands are a 
vital concern to the whole people of the 
United States as well as of the National Gov- 
ernment. May it not be stated as funda- 
mental that the rights of any group of peo- 
ple in such a locality must of necessity be 
subordinated to the national interests in 
order that the exercise of such rights may 
in no way weaken the control a national 
government must have over important stra- 
tegical military positions? This is true in 
both peace and war. 

If these islands were populated, as are the 
States of our Union, by American citizens, 
comprised in large measure of the Caucasian 
race, their allegiance and loyalty to the wel- 
fare of the whole Nation might not be ques- 
tioned. But the fact of several claimed un- 
assimilable races predominating in the civil 
population gives to the situation here a de- 
cided element of doubt, if not of actual 
alarm. We can not disregard this fact 
through sentimental or altruistic ideas. The 
safety of the United States is far too im- 
portant for us to close our eyes and refuse 
to appreciate the importance of this fact in 
the military problem in these islands. 

The mission of the Navy here is of a rather 
complex nature. A large amount of money 
has already been expended in the develop- 
ment of Pearl Harbor as a base for the fleet. 
There exist in this vicinity a large quantity 
of valuable war material, such as fuel oil 
for the fleet; mines and ammunition, and 
stores of all kinds. The structures completed 
or building include dry dock, marine rail- 
way, piers, slips, shops, storehouses, hangars, 
radio stations, etc., aggregating a very size- 
able outlay of money by the United States 
Government, and constitute only part of the 
necessary preparedness for a possible war in 
the Pacific. This material, and in addition, 
our internal and external lines of communi- 
eation, our water supply, etc., are all practi- 
eally unprotected from local sabotage. 

There are based at Pearl Harbor warships 
assigned for the naval protection of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The personnel of the naval 
base and of the ships based thereon aggre- 
gate about 4,500 officers and men. Accommo- 





dations for the personnel on the naval reser- 
vation are far from adequate and the fam- 
ilies are mostly required to live in the city of 
Honolulu and environs. The Navy’s interest 
lies in the preservation of the above-de- 
seribed naval property as a primary concern, 
but it is alsé vitally interested in the living 
conditions, the safety and morale, and the 
healthful enjoyment of its personnel, 

The acute threat of sabotage or of anti- 
American actions by hostile elements of the 
local population prior to or during a war is 
a danger that would weaken the defense of 
the islands to an extent scarcely appreciated 
in time of peace. It is well known that the 
military stationed here are barely ddequate 
to permit the complete manning of all ele- 
ments of the defense. They would be inade- 
quate to control at the same time a probably 
hostile element in the population. They might 
find themselves fighting on two fronts at the 
same time. 

The large number of aliens in the Ha- 
waiian Islands is a matter of grave concern 
to our National Government, and years of 
study by civilian, military and naval authori- 
ties, of the probable attitude of certain of 
the island-born orientals has led to the con- 
clusion that but doubtful reliance can be 
placed upon their loyalty to the United 
States in the event of war with an oriental 
power. The presence of oriental-language 
newspapers, of Buddhist temples, of oriental 
schools, of oriental organizations for various 
purposes, are indicative of the methods by 
which many of the island-born orientals are 
being educated to consider themselves pri- 
marily subordinate to the country of their 
racial origin, and tends to lessen to a con- 
siderable degree the so-called ties that might 
bind them to America. 

Furthermore, racial feelings are strong 
amongst all oriental races, and there can be 
little doubt but that the so-called dominant 
white race is cordially disliked by practi- 
cally all of these races. No very great pro- 
vocation would be required to cause these 
sparks of dislike to be fanned into active 
race hatred in time of war. 

What is also disturbing is the intermix- 
ture of races that has been going on in 
the Hawaiian Islands for many years. Sci- 
entists have stated that these intermixtures 
tend to produce types of a lower moral and 
mental caliber than the pure-blooded types 
of each race, and this intermixture is in- 
ereasing to an extent that will tend to make 
each new generation of mixed bloods, with 
the continual introduction of a greater pro- 
portion of oriental blood, contain a majority 
of individuals of lower intellect and of in- 
ereasing degeneracy. 

The present system of self-government 
tends to increase the number of voters, and 
consequently of politicians and potential of- 
fice-holders, from amongst racial mixtures, 
bred for centuries with ideas of government, 
of social and living standards, so diverse 
from our American ideals, that the social 
and political conditions in these islands will 
have a tendency to drift further and further 
from such ideals and thus make the islands 
more and more difficult of control in time 
of emergency. 

There appears to be a tendency among 
those who have spent their lives in Hawaii 
to forget that the major importance of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States lies in 
their situation as an outpost in the Pacific 
and not in their agricultural or industrial 
wealth. Their value to the United States as 
a commercial port depends entirely upon 
their security. Some of the people seem to 
feel that their individual rights as citizens 
should not be subordinated to national se- 
eurity. Another element of discord, unfor- 
tunately, is a vague belief among a consid- 
erable number of the people that the Army 
and Navy here are an incumbrance that, ex- 
cept for their financial help, should be re- 
moved from the islands in any way possible. 

It is true that ours is a democratic gov- 
ernment under a constitution, and it is also 
true that one of our basic principles of gov- 
ernment is against legislation without rep- 
resentation. But do we apply this axiom of 
government to our ships of war and to our 
military reservations? 

When we come to a full realization of the 
vital value of the Hawaiian Islands to the 
United States it would appear that the only 
remedy that seems logical consists of some 
form of government contro] that will fit the 
situation as it actually exists now and not 
as we would like it to be. The situation 
here is unique throughout the world and 
requires remedies that, while foreign to our 
ideas of government for civil populations, 
wilk be probably the only ones practical 
under present conditions. 

It may be that, in time, under drastic 
measures of education along American lines 
of thought, and the elimination of oriental 
thought, the characteristics of the people 
may be so changed that subsequent genera- 
tions in the Hawaiian Islands would be ca- 
pable of a complete measure of self-gov- 
ernment with safety to the interests of the 
United States, but at the present moment 
it is believed that such characteristics do 
not generally exist, nor that the present 
tendencies are in that direction. 

Present governmental control should be by 





men primarily of the Caucasian race, spe- 
cially selected for the most important posi- 
tions in the government of the islands; by 
men who are not imbued too deepiy with the 
peculiar atmosphere of the islands or with 
the predominance of interfamily connnec- 
tions; by men without preconceived ideas of 
the value and success of the melting-pot. 
While there may be no real objection to a 
considerable measure of self-government in 
purely civil and local affairs, the actual con- 
trol of the laws, their inception, promulga- 
tion, and enforcement should be by the Na- 
tional Government, 

Should the logic of the situation decide 
for a government of limited suffrage with a 
considerable measure of control by the Na- 
tional Government, the constitution of such 
controlling government, while predominantly , 
civilian, should include an officer of the 
United States Army and an officer of the 
United States Navy, specially selected, for 
the fact must not be lost sight of that the 
Hawaiian Islands are primarily a national 
concern, a fortress of vital importance to 
the United States as a whole, and the advice 
of these military and naval officers in the 
government would be of value in deciding 
questions of relatite civil and military im- 
portance. 

The present moment seems opportune to 
bring about such changes as logic and 
necessity seem to indicate, for any consid- 
erable delay in providing for the Hawaiian 
Islands the form of government best suited 
to their vital military value and importance 
to the United States may tend to increase 
the difficulties to be encountered in such 
change and may, in fact, make such change 
impossible due to danger of foreign compli- 
cations.

Rear Admiral McLean, the Budget offi- 
cer, Rear Admiral Upham, Chief of 
Navigation, Rear Admira] Moffett, Chief 
of Aeronautics, and indeed all the other 
Bureau heads. The Naval bill was held 
back by the Committee so that only 
forty-eight hours elapsed between the 
time of its report to the House and the 
commencement of its consideration. This 
necessitated night and das work in order 
to analyze the provisions, to prepare the 
arguments required by Congressmen 
whole-heartedly for National Defense, 
and to answer the myriad questions 
which came from the House during the 
debate. The bill is now in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, and efforts 
are being made to increase inadequate 
appropriations and to prevent the ten 
per cent slash ordered by the Senate in 
all appropriation bills. There is grave 
apprehension that the Committee will 
comply with its instructions. It seems 
extraordinary that any attempt should 
be made further to cut a bill in which 
even the bones are shaved.

WHAT HAS TRANSPIRED in the House during the week shows that Congress 
is at its wit’s end in the matter of curtailment of pay, either by a direct cut or 
the indirect method of furlough. On the one hand, it is faced with public demand 
and a pressing necessity for reduction in public expenses. On the other, it fears 
an addition to unemployment, and the political hostility of those affected by 
legislation. The debates, fortunately, have been helpful to the Services, since they 
have brought out the under-paid situation particularly of the younger officers and 
warrant, non-commissioned and petty officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. Knowledge of this fact was one of the contributing factors in the decision 
of the House to exempt all salaries of $2500 and under from any cut that might 
be later adopted. The members who voted for this exemption realize that the 
recipients of salaries over $1,000 probably will have to pay an income tax under 
the proposed tax bill, and this deduction, together with the additional taxes that 
will be imposed, have been accepted, at least for the present, as a sufficient con- 
tribution toward the balancing of the budget. 





NOR MUST THE FACT be lost sight of that when the House by a vote of 198 
to 20 rejected the motion to recommit the Naval Appropriations bill to the Appro- 
priations Committee with instructions to cut 10 per cent, it gave specific endorse- 
ment to the rates of pay in force; for, of course, the bill includes the amount of 
money necessary for such payments. In other words, the House has said in effect 
that it considers it would be unwise to impose pay reductions upon the Services. 
Its declaration, moreover, constitutes notice upon the Senate that it will not permit 
that body to proceed with the policy of lopping off 10 per cent from the appropria- 


’ tions which it has granted. The Senate, of course, is at liberty to take any step 


it pleases. It can still proceed with the reduction cited, but such action would be 
regarded as offensive by the coordinate Chamber, and the latter might go so far 
as to refuse a conference. The chances are the Senate will decide to recede from 
the position it adopted, and, with minor changes, will pass the bill substantially as 
received from the House. 





THE PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED in this matter has a direct bearing upon 
the fate of the Army Appropriation bill. The report of that bill has been post- 
poned until next week. As we forecasted, it will provide for a reduction in the 
commissioned personnel. The sponsors for the reduction find nothing in the 
attitude of the House to increase the hope that their views will prevail. The 
several votes taken on the Naval Appropriations bill prove that the House is 
defense minded, and we are encouraged to believe this sentiment is so over- 
whelming that the Collins-Byrns-Garner attack will be repulsed. Contributing to 
this sentiment is the Geneva fiasco. In order to place another weapon in the 
hands of the President and Secretary Stimpson, the Senate agreed to make the Hale 
Naval increase bill the unfinished order of business. But an additional reason for 
this direction was the manifest opinion of the public generally that our National 
Defense must not be neglected. The gesture made by Italy in the announcement 
of her purpose to cease further naval construction, which unquestionably was 
inspired by Great Britain, failed to promote any change in the attitude of France, 
just as the action of the Senate had no effect upon Paris. The dismal wreck of 
the disarmament negotiations leaves no doubt in the mind of the people that the 
only sure means of national safety is adequate preparedness, and that calls not 
only for no diminution of our strength but an increase of it both on land and 
sea and in the air. 





COMPARED WITH THE NAVAL OPERATIONS of the World War, the battle 
of Manila Bay, the anniversary of which will occur tomorrow, seems insignificant. 
A few cruisers and gunboats destroying a number of antiquated and generally unfit 
vessels. Yet, there were features of that engagement which stand out in letters 
of gold upon American history. Far distant from any base, with inadequate sup- 
plies, ignorant in great part of conditions in Manila Bay and the strength of the 
Spanish enemy, Admiral Dewey, with superb indifference to personal peril, inspired 
by traditions which were exemplified by his old Commander, Admiral Farragut, and 
moved by a patriotic purpose to sweep the seas of hostile craft, set sail for Manila 
Bay and entered that harbor through straits which might easily have been filled 
with floating mines. There was a dash, a gallantry about this maneouvre which 
even today causes a national thrill when it is recalled. What Dewey did others 
of our naval commanders had done, and we dare predict others will do in the 
future. Find the enemy and destroy him is the cardinal principle of the American 
Navy, and with the education and equipment possessed by our officers only a Navy 
equal in material to that of other nations is necessary to assure its successful 
application should the occasion arise. 





IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE obligation of statutory law, Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol passes to the retired list today. It is not enough merely to say 
that this officer was distinguished in his profession, and that he made an out- 
standing record of accomplishment in the several assignments given him. It must 
be added that his naval education, superimposed upon native ability, fitted him 
to discharge to the satisfaction not only of the American Nation but of the 
world, responsible and delicate duties connected with statecraft. As High Com- 
missioner to Turkey, when the waves of the World War were still running high, 
when international greed was rampant, when possession of the Dardanelles, with 
all that it implied, was a subject of intrigue and peril of war, when the Turks 
were ready to fight to the last drop of their blood in defense of their European 
as well as Asiatic Territory, this able officer acted as a mediator and to his ever- 
lasting credit preserved peace. Moreover, he preserved it under conditions which 
redounded to the glory of his country. Admiral Bristol may be separated from 
the Active List, but it may be truly said he will never be separated from that 
list of achievements which make for the best in onr national as well as naval 
traditions.

F. B.—The Order of Leopold Il. of 
Belgium, is described and rated by Col. 
Robert E. Wyllie, USA, in his book 
“Orders, Decorations and Insignia” as 
follows: “The following are the orders 
and decorations of Belgium given ac 
cording to the prescribed order of wear- 
ing: (1) The Order of Lecpold; (2) The 
Order of the Crown; (3) The Military 
Crown; (4) The Order of Leopold II; 
(5) The Military Medal; (6) The Croix 
de Guerre; (7) War Service Medals; 
(8) The Royal Order of the Lion (Co- 
lonial); (9) Colonial Medals. In com- 
paring the classes of the different orders 
together a class in the orde1 of Leopold 
is just above the next highe: class in the 
order of the Crown, and that again is 
just above the next higher in the order 
of Leopold II, and the badges and ser- 
vice ribbons are worn accordingly. For 
example, the ribbon of a Chevalier of 
the order of Leopold is worn before the 
ribbon of an Officer of the Crown, and 
that in turn comes ahead of a Com- 
mander of Leopold II.” Foreign decora- 
tions are not given precedence or rank- 
ing by the United States Government so 
it could hardly be compared with any of 
our decorations.

Reserve Officers for Command and General Staff School—The War Department has 
requested each Chief of Arm or Service to submit to the adjutant general in time 
to be received not later than Nov. 1, 1932, the names of those Reserve officers 
designated in order of preference he desires, to recommend to take the 
three months course for Reserve officers at the Command anil General Staff School, 
Ft. Leavenworth, commencing about March 15, 1933. From this list selection will be 
made by the War Department of those to attend. The number selected will depend 
upon the funds available. 

Priority in making recommendations for this purpose will be given to officers who 
have creditably completed the Command and General Staff Extension Cuvurse, and 
next, to those who have creditably completed the first four sub-courses thereof, and 
next, to those who have successfully completed the special advanced course for 
Reserve officers at the school of their arm or service. Principals and alternates 
will be chosen only from those who have completed satisfactorily at least the first 
four sub-courses of the Command and General Staff Extension Course or the 
special advanced course for Reserve officers at the school of their arm or service. 
Officers recommended for this detail will be of field grade, except that captains who 
have successfully completed the special advanced course for Reserve officers at 
the school of their arm or service may be detailed. 

Reserve officers recommended for the special course should not have reached 
their 48th birthday on the date set for the beginning of the course. In exceptional 
cases recommendations for officers who will not have reached their 50th birthday 
on the date set for the beginning of the course will be considered upon their 
merits. It is necessary to establish and abide by the maximum age limit of 50 
years, even in exceptional cases, in order to give sound administrative effect to 
approved policies. 





Armored Cars, Combat Cars and Tanks—The first set of armor-plates has been 
accepted and received at Rock Island Arsenal for assembly of the hull of the first 
unit of the ten armored cars; T4, under manufacture at that Arsenal. Preliminary 
installation of the radio equipment by a representative of the Signal] Corps has 
been made in one of the pilot cars in a very compact manner. Five vehicles are 
to be furnished with radio equipment, in accordance with a request from the 
Cavalry. Authority has been received from the War Department to release eleven, 
50 caliber machine guns for installation in these armoured cars. 

Three Combat Cars, T1 (Christie) are undergoing service test with the Mechan- 
ized Cavalry at Fort Knox, Ky. Some difficulty has been encountered with the 
transmission unit of one of the vehicles under test, and corrective measures have 
been initiated to avoid a repetition of similar troubles .n the remaining vehicles. 
A provisional handbook for these vehicles covering operation and maintenance has 
been issued for the information and training of the personnel of the mechanized 
cavalry. Drawings have been completed for the installation of engine governors 
on these vehicles; governors will be installed shortly after the completion of the 


parts. 

The service test of the Medium Tank, T2, is still in progress at Fy. Benning, Ga. 
Preliminary reports indicate that this vehicle is functioning very well. A limited 
amount of ammunition for the 1.85” tank gun is being provided for firing during 


this test. 
The Medium Tank, T1, at Fort George G. Meade, Md., is being prepared for 


shipment to Aberdeen Proving Ground about April 4th for a brief test prior to 
shipment to Fort Benning, Ga. 

Three Convertible Medium Tanks, T3, manufactured by the U. 8S. Whee: Track 
Layer Corporation, have been received at Ft. Benning, Ga., for extended service 
test. Some difficulty has been encountered with the gears in the transmission unit 
of one of the vehicles under test, and corrective measures have been initiated. 








Philippine Scouts’ Retirement.—Whether enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
are eligible to retir after thirty years’ service will be considered by the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia May 4 when an injunction suit filed therein by 
Mr. Sgt. Santos Miguel, P. S., retired, against Comptroller General McCarl and 
Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman, Chief of Finani:e, will be considered. 

According to the Bill. of Complaint, Sergeant Miguel enlisted in the Scouts 
October 1, 1901, shortly after the organization of that body, and served continuously 
therein until October 31, 1931, when pursuant to War Department orders he was 
placed upon the retired list, with the rank of Master Sergeant, after 30 years’ 
service. When Sergeant Miguel submitted his voucher for retired pay and allow- 
ances for the month of November, 1931, his disbursing officer, Maj. 8S. R. Beard, 
F.D., instead of paying the voucher, submitted it to the Comptroller General for 
an “advance” decision as to the legal authority for its payment. The Comptroller 
General promptly held that “the retirement of enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
is not authorized even by the remotest implication of the law,” and accordingly 
advised Major Beard that he was “not authorized to pay the voucher which will 
be retained in the files of this office.” 

The plaintiff, Miguel, who is represented by General Samuel T. Ansell, Burr 
Tracey Ansell and Geo.ge M. Wilmeth of this city, contends that the Comptroller 
General exceeded his authority when he held in effect that his voucher for retire- 
ment could not be paid because he did not occupy the status of a retired enlisted 
man; that the question of his status is one to be determined by the Secretary of 
War, acting for the President as Commander in Chief; and that, having been 
retired in accordance with law by proper authority, the jurisdiction of the Comp- 
troller General was limited to the determination of the correctness of the amount 
stated in the voucher. The Court therefore is asked to prohibit the Comptroller 
General from interfering with the Finance Officers in paying plaintiff his retired 
pay and allowances, and to require the Chief of Finance to pay or cause to be 
paid to him such pay and allowances for the month of November, 1931, and subse- 
quent months. 

Sergeant Miguel is the first enlisted man to be retired from the Philippine 
Scouts, but it is understood there is a large number of men who have or soon will 
have served thirty years, the time prescribed by law (Act of March 2, 1907, 34 
Stat. 1217) for retirement. The effect of the decision in this case on the morale of 
the organization and on the administration of military affairs in the islands no 
doubt will be of far reaching importance.

Officers and others subject to orders, departing from their foreign stations on 
leave of absence at the expiration of their foreign-service tour with no expectation 
of returning will be considered as traveling under orders and will be given state- 
room accommodations accordingly, either by direct route between their foreign 
stations and the nearest United States port if orders have not been issued for change 
of station of the head of the family, or by direct route between their foreign 
stations and the transport port nearest to the post to which the head of the 
family has been ordered. 

Officers and others traveling on sick leave and officers and others traveling 
on leave from oversea possessions to the United States when the leave is obtained 
on account of sickness of some member of their families, who is accompanying 
them, will be considered as traveling under orders and will be given stateroom 
accommodations accordingly. 

Dependents of the persons indicated above will be assigned accommodations 
as follows: (1) If accompanying the head of the family, in accordance with his 
relative rank. (2) If not accompanying the head of the family, in accordance with 
his relative rank, provided the dependents are a wife or mother, or those accom- 
panying a wife or mother. (3) If not accompanying the head of the family nor 
accompanying the wife or mother of such head of family, in accordance with the 
principles set forth in paragraph 5 below. 

Other persons authorized transportation, but not traveling pursuant to orders, 
will be assigned accommodations as follows, retired officers receiving accommoda- 
tions according to rank, after those of the same grade traveling on leave have 
been provided for: 

1. General officers according to rank, after those of the same grade traveling 
pursuant to orders. 

2. Officers of field grade according to rank, but after all officers of field grade 
traveling pursuant to orders. 

3. Officers below field grade according to rank, but after all officers below field 
grade traveling pursuant to orders. 

4. Dependents accompanying officers, in accordance with the priority of such 
officers as indicated above. 

5. All dependent’s not accompanying heads of families will take priority among 
themselves in accordance with the relative rank of their respective heads of 
families, but after all persons enumerated in 1, 2, 3 and 4 above have been 
provided for. 


Representative French’s Change of View as to a Treaty Navy.—During the 
consideration of the Naval appropriation bill, Representative Burton French of 
Moscow, Idaho, delivered an address upon a subject upon which he has often 
spoken—that the tonnage provisions in the Washington and London Treaties are 
simply limitations beyond which no nations may build, and are in no sense require- 
ments for this country to build to. After the conclusion of the Gentleman from 
Idaho’s speech, Representative Ralph A. Horr of Washington presented an answer 
to his contentions. In the course of his address, Mr. Horr quoted Representative 
French as at one time advocating what he now condemns, as follows: 

“My good friend the gentleman from Idaho (Mr. French) opposes living up 
to the naval pact, and I give the gentleman credit for being sincere; but the 
gentleman comes from an inland State, a State that will never in all probability 
be invaded and, I hope, never know the real horrors of war; but may I call 
attention to the fact that at one time the gentleman was of the same thought as 
myself on maintaining the Navy to treaty strength? I refer you to the Congres- 
sional Record of April 15, 1922, and from page 5592 read you the statesmanlike 
utterance of this statesman from Idaho when the gentleman was speaking then 
upon the Navy bill and in favor of maintaining treaty strength. I now quote from 
his speech in 1922: 

“*The agreement of the conference carries dual responsibility: it carries respon- 
sibility to the nations of the world besides our own, and it carries responsibility 
to our people. We must keep faith with foreign countries by refusing to go above 
the 5-5-3 agreement. We must keep faith with the people of the United States by 
refusing to go below, except as we may do so through the concert of supplemental 
agreements. This I hope we may be able to do. 

“*Gentlemen, I believe we have given you a bill that respects the treaty and 
that will challenge the admiration not only of our own people but of foreign 
countries as well.’ 

“The gentleman from Idaho could not present a better argument for the 
maintenance of our Navy up to the ratio prescribed in the London and Washington 
treaties, and I am surprised today to find him arguing against the maintenance 
of these treaty requirements.” 


Midshipmen Cruise Itineraries—The midshipmen’s practice cruise this summer 
will be made on the USS Wyoming. There will be two cruises, each cruise to take 
one-half the midshipmen at a time, instead of one long cruise as in former years. 

The following itineraries will hold: 

First Cruise—Leave Annapolis June 3, Arrive Galveston June 17, Leave Gal- 
veston June 24. Arrive Ponce July 8, Leave Ponce, Porto Rico July 13. Arrive 
Annapolis July 25. 

Second Cruise—Leave Annapolis August 1, Arrive Ponta Delgada August 13, 
Leave Ponta Delgada, Azores August 16, Arrive Halifax August 29, Leave Halifax 
September 7, Arrive Hampton Roads September 13, Leave Hampton Roads Sep- 
tember 13 Arrive Annapolis September 21. 

The first cruise will take the midshipmen of the 1st and 3rd Battalions of 
the 1st and 3rd classes, and, in addition, all members of the Navy football squad, 
as well as those midshipmen taking delayed and re-examinations in the Fall. 

The second cruise will comprise midshipmen of the 2nd and 4th Battalions 
of the 1st and 3rd classes, and, in addition, members of the Naval Academy 


Crew Squad. 





Navy P.G. Subjects—We ask Senator Hale when he and the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee are giving consideration to the Naval Bill to eliminate 
from that measure the House provision forbidding instruction in history, English, 
civil government and literature at the Postgraduate School at the Naval Academy. 
Such instruction, under the able administration of Capt. Frank H. Sadler, in charge 
of the School, is so directed as to apply particulirly to the Naval Profession, and, 
therefore, is of great value in fitting officers to perform their duties more effectively. 
Congress made the mistake of prescribing that a course in hygiene should be 
taught, and it is difficult to believe that it will attempt to set itself up as an 
Academic Board to state what shall or what shall not be included in the curri- 
culums of Service Schools. A few states have forbidden the teaching of the doc- 
trine of evolution in public schools; the House, by its action, has adopted a like 
attitude; it is merely a question of degree. Senator Hale also will find when con- 
sidering the language of this particular provision that it is a suggestion for the 
elimination of the study of history, English, civil government and literature at 
the Naval Academy. Congress would be regarded as ridiculous by the country if 
it imposed any such sweeping restriction, and it is verging upon that possibility 
by a to say what subjects shall or shall not be taught in an educational 
institution.

Omnibus Bill 


Following are the provisions of the Om- 
nibus Bill, which affect the services, as rec- 
ommended by the House Economy Com- 
mittee: 

Title I—Compensation Reduction of 
Federal Bmployees 
Compensation Defined 

Section 101. As used in this title, the term 
“compensation” means any salary, pay, wage, 
allowance (except allowances for subsis- 
tence, quarters, heat, light, and travel), or 
ether emolument paid for services rendered 
in any civilian or noncivilian office, position, 
employment, or enlistment; and includes the 
retired pay of judges, and the retired pay 
of all commissioned, warrant, enlisted, and 
other personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Lighthouse Service, and the Public 
Health Service; but does not include pay- 
ments out of any retirement, disability, or 
relief fund made up wholly or in part of 
contributions of employees. 

Schedule of Temporary Reductions 

Sec. 102. (a) During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933, the compensation for each 
civilian and noncivilian office, position, em- 
ployment, or enlistment in any branch or 
service of the United States Government or 
the Government of the District of Columbia 
is hereby reduced as follows: Compensation 
at an annual rate of $1,000 or less shall be 
exempt from reduction; and compensation 
at an annual rate in excess of $1,000 shall 
be reduced by 11 per centum of the amount 
thereof in excess of $1,000. 


(b) For the purposes of determining the 


percentage of reduction under this section 
applicable to any office, position, employ- 
ment, or enlistment, the compensation for 
which is calculated on a piecework, hourly, 


or per diem basis, the annual rate of com- 
pensation shall be held to be the total amount 
which would be payable for the regular 
working hours and on the basis of 307 work- 


ing days, or the number of working days 

on the basis of which such compensation is 

ealculated, whichever is the greater. 
Exemption From Keduction 

Sec. 103. Section 102 of this title shall not 
apply to— 

(a) any office, position, employment, or en- 
listment the compensation for which is ex- 
pressly fixed by international agreement, or 

(b) compensation paid under the terms of 
any contract in effect on the date of enact- 
ment of this Act if such compensation may 
not lawfully be reduced, or 

(c) any office the compensation of which 
may not, under the Constitution, be dimin- 
ished, in the case of any incumbent, during 


the term for which he was elected or during 


his continuance in office, unless the applica- 
tion of such sections to such office will not 
result in a diminution of compensation pro- 


hibited by the Constitution, or 

(d) any office, position, employment, or en- 
listment the compensation for which is ad- 
justable to conform to the prevailing local 
rate for similar work; but the wage board or 
other body charged with the duty of mak- 
ing such adjustment shall immediately take 


such action as may be necessary to effect 
such adjustment, or 

(e) commissioners of the United States 
Shipping Board, members of the Federal 
Farm Board (except the Secretary of Agri- 


culture), members of the International Joint 
Commission, United States Section, or mem- 
bers of the Board of Mediation. 
Government Corporations 

Sec. 104. In the case of a corporation the 
majority of the stock of which is owned by 
the United States, the holders of the stock 
on behalf of the United States, or such per- 
sons as represent the interest of the United 
States in such corporation, shall take such 


action as may be necessary to apply the 
provisions of sections 101, 102, and 103 to 
offices, positions, and employments under 


such corporation and to officers and em- 


ployees thereof.

Limitation on Jurisdiction of Courts 
Sec. 108. No court of the United States shall 
have jurisdiction of any suit against the 
United States or against any officer, agency, 
or instrumentality of the United States aris- 
ing out of the application of any provision 
of this title, unless such suit involves the 
Constitution of the United States.

Suspension of Promotions 
Sec. 201. All provisions of law which confer 
upon civilian or noncivilian officers or em- 
Ployees of the United States Government or 
the municipal government of the District of 
Columbia automatic increases in compensa- 
tion by reason of length of service or pro- 
motion are suspended during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1933; but this section shall 
not be construed to deprive any person of 
any increment of compensation received 
through an automatic increase in compensa- 
tion prior to July 1, 1932. 
Compulsory Retirement for Age 
Sec. 204. On and after July 1, 1932, no per- 
son rendering civilian service in any branch 
or service of the United States Government 
or the municipal government of the District 
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of Columbia who shall have reached the re- 
tirement age prescribed for automatic sep- 
aration from the service, applicable to such 
person, shall be continued in such service, 
notwithstanding any provision of law or 
regulation to the contrary: Provided, That 
no such person heretofore or hereafter sep- 
arated from the service of the United States 
or the District of Columbia under any pro- 
vision of law or regulation providing for 
such retirement on account of age shall be 
eligible again to appointment to any ap- 
pointive office, position, or employment un- 
der the United States or the District of 
Columbia: Provided further, That this sec- 
tion shall not apply to any person named 
in any Act of Congress providing for the 
continuance of such person in the service. 

Sec. 205. The provisions of this Act pro- 
viding for temporary reductions in compen- 
sation and suspension in automatic increases 
in compensation shall not operate to reduce 
the rate of compensation upon which the re- 
tired pay of any officer or employee would 
be based but for the application of such 
provisions, but the amount of retired pay 
shall be reduced by the percentage applicable 
under Title I. 

Temporary Reduction of Travel 
Allowances 

Sec. 206. During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1933— 

(a) the traveling and per diem allowances 
provided for in sections 3, 4, 5, and 6 of the 
Subsistence Expense Act of 1926, approved 
June 3, 1926 [U.S.C., Sup. V, title 5, §§823- 
$26], shall not exceed the amounts of $5, $4, 
$6, and $5, respectively, in lieu of the 
amounts set forth in such sections; 

(b) all provisions of law which authorize 
the payment of mileage to officers of the ser- 
vices mentioned in the Pay Adjustment Act 
of 1922 [U.S.C., title 37] are hereby suspended 
and in lieu thereof such officers shall be en- 
titled to allowances for travel only as pro- 
vided for civilian employees of the Govern- 
ment, and the Subsistence Expense Act of 
1926, as modified by this section, shall apply 
to such travel; Provided, That all appropria- 
tions available for the payment of such miie- 
age during the fiscal year 1933 shall be con- 
strued as being available for the payment of 
the allowances herein provided.

Limitations on Amount of Retired Pay 

Sec. 208.(a) After the date of the enact- 
ment of this Act, no person holding a civilian 
office or position, appointive er elective, un- 
der the United States Government or the 
municipal government of the District of Co- 
lumbia or under any corporation, the ma- 
jority of the stock of which is owned by the 
United States, shall be entitled, during the 
period of such incumbency, to retired pay 
from the United States for or on account of 
services as a commissioned officer in any of 
the services mentioned in the Pay Adjust- 
ment Act of 1922 [U.S.C., title 37], at a rate 
in excess of an amount which when com- 
bined with the annual rate of compensation 
from such civilian office or position, makes 
the total rate from both sources more than 
$3,000; and when the retired pay amounts to 
or exceeds the rate of $3,000 per annum such 
person shall be entitled to the pay of the 
civilian office or position or the retired pay, 
whichever he may elect. As used in this 
section, the term “retired pay” shall be con- 
strued to include credits for all service that 
lawfully may enter into the computation 
thereof. 

(b) This section shall not apply to officers 
on the Emergency Officers’ Retired List cre- 
ated by the Act of May 24, 1928, and shall 
not apply to any person retired for disabil- 
ity incurred in line of duty.

Philippine Scouts 


Sec. 302. The President is authorized at any 
time to disband the Philippine Scouts or to 
reduce the personnel thereof. 

* * . 

Army Transport Service, Naval Transporta- 
tion Service, and Panama Railroad 
Steamship Line 

Sec. 308. The Secretary of War is author- 
ized and directed to discontinue the Army 
Transport Service. He shall transfer the sea- 
going vessels used in such service to the 
United States Shipping Board. The Secre- 
tary of War shall dispose of as much of the 
property of the United States (other than 
vessels) used in connection with such service 
as is not indispensable for other uses of 
the Army or the War Department, and shall 
take such action as may be necessary to dis- 
charge the obligations of the United States 
growing out of such service existing at the 
time of such discontinuance. Thereafter no 
part of appropriations heretofore or hereaf- 
ter made shall be available for the continu- 
ance of such service, and appropriations and 
unexpended balances of appropriations the 
expenditure of which is made unnecessary 
by this section shall not be expended but 
shall be impounded and returned to the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 309. The Secretary of the Navy is au- 
thorized and directed to transfer the vessels 
Henderson, Chaumont, Kittery, Sirius, and 
Vega, together with any cargo vessels not 
in commission which are not indispensable 
in the naval service, to the United States 


Shipping Board. The Secretary shall dis- 
eontinue the operation of that part of the 
Naval Transportation Service now carried on 
with the use of such vessels and shall dis- 
pose of as much of the property used in 
connection therewith as is not indispensable 
for other uses of the Navy. The Secretary 
shall take such action as may be necessary 
to discharge the obligations of the United 
States existing at the time of such transfer 
growing out of the use of such vessels. Ap- 
propriations and unexpended balances of ap- 
propriations the expenditure of which is 
made unnecessary by this section shall not 
be expended but shall be impounded and 
returned to the Treasury. 

Sec. 310. No action shall be taken under 
the provisions of section 308 or 309 until the 
Secretary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy, as the case may be, has negotiated 
contracts with private shipping interests for 
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the performance of the services for which 
the vessels referred to were operated, under 
the terms of which, in the judgment of the 
President, such services will be performed 
efficiently, at reasonable charges, with ac- 
commodations substantially of equal class 
with those afforded by the Services discon- 


tinued, and at less cost. Any such contract 
shall provide that rates for Government 
passengers (including employees and their 
families) and freight business shall be at 
least 25 per centum less than the published 
conference rates for similar commercial 
passenger and freight business. Any such 
eontract shall be renewable on the same 
terms, at the option of the Government, and 
the contract shall so provide. 

Sec. 312. The Panama Railroad Company is 
hereby authorized and directed to discon- 
tinue the operation of the Panama Railroad

Rear Adm. Roger Welles, USN, ret, 
died April 26, at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, New York, N. Y. 

Admiral Welles was born in Newing- 
ton, Conn., Dec. 7, 1862, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from the 
1st District of Connecticut in 1880. 

During the Spanish American War, 
Admiral Welles was executive officer of 
the USS Wasp, which participated in 
the battle of Nipe Bay, Cuba, July 21, 
1898. He attended the Naval War Col- 
lege in 1903 and served with the Asiatic 
Fleet from 1904 to 1907. He commanded 
the USS New Orleans in 1909 and was 
a Member of the Board of Inspection 
and Survey, Navy Department, in 1909. 
After a tour of duty in command of the 
USS Louisiana, he commanded the 
Naval Training Station, Newport, R. I. 
from 1913 to 1915. 

Admiral Welles was in command of 
the USS Oklahoma during 1916 and in 
April, 1917, was appointed Director of 
Naval Intelligence, Navy Department. 
For this service he was awarded the 
Navy Cross. 

In January 1919, Admiral Welles was 
ordered to command Division 1, Atlantic 
Fleet, and in July, 1919, was transferred 
to command Division 4, Atlantic Fleet. 
He served as Commandant of the Naval 
Base, San Diego, California, in 1920 and 
the following year was appointed Com- 
mandant of the 11th Naval District, San 
Diego. In 1923, Admiral Welles was 
transferred to duty as Commandant, 5th 
Naval District, Hampton Roads, Va. In 
September 1925, he assumed command 
of the United States Naval Forces in 
Europe with the rank of Vice Admiral. 

Admiral Welles retired from active 
duty upon reaching the statutory retire- 
ment age of 64 years on December 7, 
1926. 

Admiral Welles has received the fol- 
lowing decorations; “Legion of Honor, 
(Commander)” from France; “Grand 
Officer of the Order of Leopold II” from 
the Belgium Government; “The Grand 
Cross of the Order of Naval Merit and 
Efficiency” from the King of Spain; and 
the “Second Order of the Rising Sun” 
from the Japanese Government.

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General Harbord’s Address 

(Following is the third and conclud- 
ing instaliment of the text of an address 
delivered before the Army War College 
by Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA- 
Ret., chairman of the board of the Radio 
Corporation of America, on the subject 
“The Preservation of American Identity 
in the World War’): 


In the busy month which followed 
Pershing’s offer to Foch, the general 
went to England, stopping on the way 
to visit British general headquarters, 
where be met Lord Derby en route to 
Paris as British ambassador, who had 
also stopped to see Haig, of whom as 
War Secretary he had been a staunch 
supporter. While at British general 
headquarters General Pershing and Sir 
Dougias reached an agreement as to 
the training and administration of 
American troops that were to be tem- 
porarily with the British, including 
some discussion as to pooling and co- 
ordination of Allied supply on the 
western front. In England there were 
present at a War Office conference, be- 
sides General Pershing and myself, the 
new Secretary of War, Lord Milner, 
who had just relieved the Harl of Derby 
and the volatile Sir Henry Wilson, who 
had replaced Sir William Robertson as 
the British Chief of Staff. During the 
conversation a telegram from Lord 
Reading, then special ambassador in 
Washington, was produced, which 
rather cut the ground from under the 
feet of the American Commander in 
Chief, indicating that, notwithstanding 
the definite orders for an _ integral 
American Army which Pershing had 
brought to France, the President had 
now given Reading the distinct impres- 
sion of his approval of a four months’ 
program of shipping Infantry and ma- 
chine guns to France at the rate of 
120,000 men per month. The British 
have never had a more skilled advo- 
cate at the American capital than 
Lord Reading. 

London Conference 

This London conference, in which 
General Pershing denied the full im- 
plications of the Reading telegram, 
concluded with a commitment for an 
exclusive shipment of infantry and ma- 
chine guns during the month of May. 
This concession to the British was a 
radical departure from the wiser policy 
of bringing over balanced forces in com- 
plete organizations. It reflected a belief 
that the Washington administration had 
wavered from its attitude so bravely 
expressed in the signed letter of in- 
structions to General Pershing, and had 
transferred to his shoulders the practi- 
cal struggle for the independent identity 
of the American Army in France. Re- 
turning from London, a message sum- 
moned General Pershing to the head- 
quarters of General Foch, where there 
followed a stormy interview which, no 
doubt, resulted in the Abbeville con- 
ference four days later. 

The Supreme War Council met at Ab- 
beville on May Day, 1918. This was 
a council of prime ministers organized 
the previous autumn just following the 
Caporetto disaster, and designed to give 
the Allied statesmen a more direct con- 
trol over military operations. Each 
member had a small bureau of military 
advisers, which in such atmosphere 
seemed to me likely to promote mili- 
tary programs in rivalry with those 
adopted by the several commanders in 
chief. I thought then and still believe 
that the Supreme War Council was of 
questionable value’ as far as winning 
the war was concerned. Having no 
prime minister, the United States was 
represented by General Bliss, lately re- 
tired for age from the position of Chief 
of Staff. In the civil and military rank 
of its participants, and in the impor- 
tance of the subjects discussed, the Abbe- 
ville conference was one of the great 
historic conferences of the World War. 
I have always regretted that prepara- 
tions for my imminent relief as Chief 
of Staff for General Pershing prevented 
me from being present on that great 
oceasion. Around the table that May 
morning in northern France were gath- 
ered the venerable but still fiery Cle- 
menceau, the oracular Foch, now Allied 
commander in chief, and Petain, the 
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greatest French general the war pro- 
duced; the energetic and unstable Lloyd 
George, Lord Milner, whose fame had 
been won as an administrator in Egypt 
and South Africa, the reserved and sol- 
dierly Douglas Haig with Lawrence his 
chief of staff, an educated soldier who 
returned to the colors from civil life 
when the war began; Prime Minister 
Orlando and his military adviser Gen- 
eral di Robilant; while Generals Persh- 
ing and Bliss were present for the United 
States. A few staff officers accompan- 
ied each group. I have always won- 
dered at the absence of Weygand and Sir 
Henry Wilson, respectively chief of staff 
for Foch and for Lloyd George, but they 
do not appear to be among those pres- 
ent. 


American Shipments 


The agreement concluded with the 
British for May shipments of infantry 
and machine guns the Supreme War 
Council, now sought to have extended 
through June. General Pershing had 
hoped to bring over in June the artil- 
lery and auxiliary arms needed to cor- 
respond to the shipments of infantry in 
May. The Abbeville conference opened 
by a dispute between the French and 
British over the division of the ship- 
ments to arrive in May. From that it 
went to the purpose of the meeting, 
the extension of the May program. Gen- 
eral Pershing did not agree to that, but 
finally advanced a proposal that the 
May program of 120,000 infantry and 
machine gunners be extended into June, 
provided the British Government would 
furnish transportation for 130,000 men 
during May and 150,000 in June. To this 
the British prime minister agreed. 


With oral expression favorable to the 
ultimate creation of an American Army, 
the Allied chiefs showed themselves 
ready to go to almost any length on 
policy which they must have known 
would prevent it. Foch, arrogating to 
himself authority not inherent in or con- 
ferred by the creation of his position 
as commander in chief, brought to his 
aid the presumption that the Supreme 
War Council might dictate the program 
for the American Expeditionary Ferces. 
General Pershing was confronted by Foch 
with the question if he was willing to 
take the risk of the Allies being driven 
back to the line of the Loire River. His 
firmness was not to be shaken by this 
“third degree” method of approach, and 
he adhered to his decision, stating cate- 
gorically that he was willing to take 
the risk. He added that the time might 
come when the American Army would 
have to stand the brunt of the war, and 
that he did not deem it wise to fritter 
away the resources in the manner pro- 
posed. 


The discussion was extended and acri- 
monious and marked the high tide of 
the Allied effort to prevent the forma- 
tion of an integral American Army. Gen- 
eral Pershing summed up in part by 
nome on the afternoon of the secord 

ay: 

“T am entirely in agreement with Gen- 
eral Foch as to the gravity of the pres- 
ent situation. In fact, we are all agreed 
on that point. 

Speaking in the name of the Amer- 
ican Army and in the name of the 
American people, I wish to express their 
earnest desire to take their full part in 
in this battle and to share the burden 
of the war to the fullest extent. We all 
desire the same thing, but our means of 
attaining it are different from yours. 

“American declared war independently 
of the Allies, and she must face it as 
soon as possible with a powerful Army. 
There is one important point upon which 
I wish to lay stress, and that is that the 
morale of our soldiers depends upon 
their fighting under their own flag. * * * 
I understand that in Mr. Lloyd George’s 
proposal we shall have to examine the 
situation again in June before deciding 
for July.” 

Notwithstanding an honest effort to 
keep these official discussions from de- 
scending to a personal plane, General 
Pershing found his path a more diffi- 
cult one from that time on. The manly 
and straightforward Haig cherished no 
resentment. 





In the recent visit of Marshal Petain 
to America General Pershing bore testi- 
mony in a public address to the fact 
that he had had the support of Petain 
in his efforts for an American Army. 
Joffre, already passed off the stage be- 
fore our arrival in France, had coun- 
selled General Pershing against amalga- 
mation. Clemenceau apparently never 
forgave Pershing and, as late as the 
Argonne days, sought to have him re- 
lieved from command. There is no doc- 
umentary evidence available and possi- 
bly none exists, but military gossip of 
the time named the French general with 
whom it was expected to replace him 
in his command. The action of Mar- 
shal Foch in stating to Secretary of 
War baker in October that he needed 
but 40 American divisions for his 1919 
program, though he had repeatedly and 
recently insisted on the hundred divi- 
sion program, was calculated to embar- 
rass Pershing with the Secretary and 
ean hardly have been an honest expres- 
sion of opinion, as made without quali- 
fication. Though the Clemenceau sug- 
gestion for the relief of Pershing from 
command was made to Marshal Foch, 
he either had too much sense to try it 
or felt that it was not justified. Though 
the matter of the American Army still 
came up for discussion from time to 
time, and Marshal Foch, vainly trying 
to scatter American divisions after St. 
Mihiel, was still adhering to his oppo- 
sition within a week of the armistice, 
the Abbeville Conference ended doubt 
as to its ultimate creation. The logical 
French mind of the Marshal saw only 
that the Allies had the trained personnel 
of command and lacked men. We had 
the men and, no doubt in his mind, lacked 
the staff and commanders. He compre- 
hended none of the difficulties from our 
standpoint and adhered to his fixed idea 
until the very end. With circumstances 
reversed we would no doubt have seen 
the situation the same way. 


Though it was current belief around 
various American quarters, it is perhaps 
venturing into the field of imagination 
to say that a final reason why the Al- 
lies opposed the formation of an integral 
American Army was because that ex- 
cept as an independent entity under 
arms our country would have no seat at 
the peace table. They knew our coun- 
try so little as to credit us with the 
same predatory ambitions they cher- 
ished. They feared our appearance 
at the peace table would mean a further 
division of the victory pot. When they 
look back aft the mess which the peace 
conference created, somewhat through 
the pernicious activity of the American 
delegation, that particular reason for 
not desiring an independent American 
Army must burn brightly in retrospect, 
though time in all the other circum- 
stances has vindicated General Pershing. 


Under American Commander 


The way was cleared for his Ameri- 
ean Army and the Army itself actually 
brought into being under an American 
commander, did it justify itself? The 
First American Army, which was an- 
nounced on July 24, 1918, and made its 
debut at St. Mihiel on September 12, 
had in it many units who had before 
its birth earned the title of veteran 
troops. America had been represented 
in the front lines since March 28. The 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Twenty- 
sixth, Twenty-eighth, Thirty - second, 
Thirty-third, Forty-second and Seventy- 
seventh Divisions had already been in 
action. Cantigny, Belleau Wood, Vaux, 
Chateau-Thierry and Soissons were 
names already on regimental colors. The 
turn of the tide is now generally ad- 
mitted to date from the battle of July 
18 and 19, which raged from Soissons 
clear down to Chateau-Thierry and back 
to the vicinity of Rheims, in which over 
300,000 American soldiers fought under 
French command in divisions named 
above. 

The reduction of the St. Mihiel salient 
had been on the cards for the Ameri- 
cans, unmistakably ear-marked for their 
first independent effort, since the earli- 
est strategical studies made at Chau- 
mont in September, 1917. With the units 
designated and the orders in mimeo- 
graph for the battle, it narrowly escaped 
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postponement by the desire of Marshal 
Foch to limit it to a local operation, 
followed by a French attack between 
the Meuse and the Argonne and a com- 
bined Franco-American offensive from 
the Argonne to the Champagne country. 
Pershing declined to have his Army 
again scattered out under French com- 
mand. Four days after a bitter meet- 
ing between them, another was held and 
the differences somewhat harmonized. 
The St. Mihiel operation would be with 
limited objectives and the Argonne- 
Meuse offensive would be carried out by 
an American army, leaving the Cham- 
pagne attack to the French. Foch, him- 
self, in his memoirs bears testimony to 
the efficiency of the First Army in its 
initial major operation. “On September 
12, after an artillery preparation by 
nearly 3,000 guns during four hours, the 
principal attack was launched. This at- 
tack was so violent and was carried out 
with such resolution that the enemy suc- 
ceeded nowhere in stopping it. A few 
hours had sufficed for disengaging this 
St. Mihiel salient where during four 
years the enemy had been established. 
The Germans did not have time to evac- 
uate the pocket completely, and 13,250 
prisoners and 460 guns were taken. It 
was a splendid success, and I hastened 
to send my congratulations to General 
Pershing.” Nine divisions fought in the 
attack with 5 in reserve, and of the 14 
4 were in offensive action for the first 
time. at St. Mihiel. Approximately 550,- 
000 men were engaged. The St. Mihiel 
victory probably did more than any other 
single operation of the war to encourage 
the war-worn Allies. 


Meuse-Argonne Attack 


Thirteen days later the Americans 
launched their Meuse-Argonne attack. 
They had had 11 days after the agree- 
ment with Foch in which to prepare for 
the St. Mihiel drive. Twenty-four days 
for the same Army to undertake two 
great attacks on battlefields 60 miles 
apart. General Pershing very proudly 
says: “When viewed as a whole, it is 
believed that history gives no parallel 
of such an undertaking with so large 
an Army.” The attack started on Sep- 
tember 26 and lasted practically continu- 
ously for 47 days. It began on a front 
of 24 miles, which gradually extended 
until the enemy was being assailed from 
the Argonne Forest to the Moselle River, 
a front of 90 miles. In all more than 
1,200,000 men were employed, and the 
attack was driven 32 miles to the north, 
and 14 miles to the northeast, before the 
armistice terminated hostilities on No- 
vember 11. 

A study of the allied line at short 
intervals, as shown by the allied maps, 
shows what the American First Army 
accomplished. We can but regret that 
this colossal drive was made toward 
Mezieres-Sedan instead of in continua- 
tion of the St. Mihiel offensive toward 
Metz. This had been General Pershing’s 
plan until he was overruled by Marshal 
Foch and the limited objective imposed. 
It promised more decisive results with 
probably less difficulty, and an equal 
success which we may reasonably feel 
was to have been expected, would have 
made the Rhine and not the Meuse the 
first line of defense available to the 
enemy. But all’s well that ends well. 
The offensive ordered for November 14 
interrupted by the armistice was a re- 
turn by Foch to the Pershing plan. 
Twenty-two American and six French 
divisions in the Argonne, with an approx- 
imate fighting strength of 500,000 men, 
had engaged and beaten 43 different Ger- 
man divisions with an estimated fighting 
strength of 470,000 men. Of the 22 
American divisions, 4 had for a part of 
this period been in action on fronts other 
than our own. The spoils were 26,000 
prisoners, 874 cannon, 3,000 machine 
guns, and large quantities of other ma- 
terial. The Meuse-Argonne stands out 
as one of the greatest acheivements in 
the whole history of American arms. 

The armistice thus ended two wars 
for us—the one with our friends, the 
other with our enemies. The winning 
of the first was necessary to the win- 
ning of the second. Ending as they did, 
Americans may look back upon the one 
and the other without rancor or resent-

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ment. We may admit that the need of 
the Allies in early 1918 was so desper- 
ate as to blind them to the long view 
taken by Pershing. Millions had died 
for the allied cause. It seemed to them, 
no doubt, that other millions were yet 
to die if the enemy was not stopped. 


Old World Ways 

Their ways were not our ways. Their 
diplomacy was Old World diplomacy. 
Their frankness lacked certain quality 
possessed by ours. To a certain extent 
theirs was the doctrine that the end jus- 
tifies the means. The force and frank- 
ness of Pershing did not appeal to them 
at its face value. They had been long 
in coming to the unity of command, 
whereas Americans believed in it from 
the beginning. It was the advantage 
which Napoleon had over his adversaries 
during the rise of the First Empire. It 
was an advantage which almost won the 
World War for the Central Powers. The 
lessons for those who come after us are 
in the emphasis against entangling alli- 
ances; in the elimination of politics from 
the conduct of such wars as we may 
fight; and in the splendid way in which 
President Wilson and Secretary Baker 
sustained the leader of their choice. 

Let us hope that other generations 
will have a Pershing to lead their armies. 
The commander in chief of the Ameri- 
can "Expeditionary Forces was a model 
to his 2,000,000 men in his dignified and 
soldierly deportment. In every situa- 
tion he bore himself in the most distin- 
guished way. With great personal charm 
when he chose to exert it, he was thor- 
oughly impersonal in his official rela- 
tions. With strength of purpose as firm 
and unswerving as a rock, he stocod his 
ground with a smile, that thin-lipped 
smile which haunted the memory of 
Clemenceau to his last moments of life. 
The product of his own use of his op- 
portunities, in the fine professional 
equipment he brought to his high office, 
for he was a graduate of no Army school 
but West Point, his great strength was 
that he knew exactly what he wanted 
and why, his force of character, perti- 
nacity and persistence would have won 
suecess for him in any walk in life. An 
organizer and a leader, a negotiator and 
a diplomat of sorts, his country owes 
him as much for building an integral 
American Army as it does for the high 
quality of leadership he gave it after it 
was created. Among the many consid- 
erations that enter into any attempt to 
fix a great commander's place in his- 
tory are such factors as the particular 
difficulties of his mission; the magnitude 
of his operations, the contributory diplo- 
macy and supporting statesmanship, the 
administrative problems inseparable from 
those of strategy and tactics, and the 
extent to which character and personal- 
ity affected the successful combination 
of the various factors. After 150 years 
students are still discovering new facts 
in the life and character of George 
Washington. The verdict of history can 
not be hurried in its award of place. 
No man writing of his contemporaries 
can divest himself of sentiment. Proph- 
ecy like almost everything else is quoted 
at low values in these modern days. 
Yet I doubt if anyone writing now of 
the six greatest military figures of our 
first 150 years of national life would 
deny that General Pershing easily be- 
longs in a select group with Sherman, 
Jackson, Grant, Lee and Washington. 
If such a group be narrowed to three, 
your present speaker can conceive of no 
such combination that would omit the 
name of John J. Pershing. 





Omnibus Bill 
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Steamship Line and such company shall take 
such action as May be necessary to dispose 
of the vessels used by such line and to wind 
up its affairs. The Secretary of War is 
authorized and directed to take such action 
as may be necessary on his part to carry out 
the purposes of this section. No action shall 
be taken under the provisions of this section 
until contracts have been negotiated with 
private shipping interests for the perform- 
ance of the services for the Government 
theretofore performed by the Panama Rail- 
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road Steamship Line, under the terms of 
which, in the judgment of the President, such 
services will be performed efficiently, at rea- 
sonable charges, with accommodations sub- 
stantially of equal class with those afforded 
by the Panama Railroad Steamship Line, and 
at less cost. Any such contract shall pro- 
vide that the rates for Government and the 
Panama Railroad Company passenger (in- 
cluding employees and their families) and 
freight business shall be at least 25 per cen- 
tum less than the published conference rates 
for similar commercial passenger and freight 
business. Any such contract shall be renew- 
able on the same terms, at the option of the 
Secretary of War, and the contract shall so 
provide.

Restrictions on Transfer of Army and Navy 
Personnel 


Sec. 324. The President is authorized, dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933, to 
restrict transfer of officers and enlisted men 
of the military and naval forces from one 
post or station to another post or station to 
the greatest extent consistent with the pub- 
lic interest. 


Public Works Administration 


Title V of the bill sets up a Public 
Works Administration to which the 
President is empowered to transfer the 
various bureaus, agencies, activities and 
services pertaining to public works, with 
the exception of certain Army and Navy 
matters specifically excluded as follows: 

** * But no provision of this Act shall be 
construed to authorize any transfer, consoli- 
dation, coordination, or change in the duties 
and responsibilities of the Chief of Engin- 
eers, or of the Corps of Engineers, or of the 
officers of the Corps of Engineers of the 
United States Army, with respect to rivers 
and harbors, navigation, flood control, and 
other civil functions and activities, all of 
which shall remain as now provided for by 
existing law. 

(b) The Administrator of Public Works 
shall utilize the services of the Corps of 
Engineers, or the officers of the Corps of 
Engineers of the United States Army- when- 
ever and wherever practicable in all other 
public works, construction, and _ activities. 
The Secretary of War, upon the request of 
the Administrator of Public Works, may 
continue as under existing law to detail of- 
ficers of the Corps of Engineers of the 
United States Army for duty in such other 
publie works, construction, and activities, to 
the end that the Corps of Engineers of the 
United States Army and the officers of the 
Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army may be used whenever practicable in 
such other public works, constructions, and 
activities, and when so detailed with the 
consent of the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Engineers, shall be under the super- 
vision and direction of the Administrator 
of Public Works. 

(c) The Bureau of Yards and Docks of 
the Navy Department shall remain as now 
provided by existing law, and no provision 
of this Act shall be construed to authorize 
any transfer, consolidation, coordination, or 
change in the duties and responsibilities of 
the said burean and the chief thereof, or the 
officers and engineers therein. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy, upon the request of the 
Administrator of Public Works, may detail 
officers and engineers of such bureau for 
other duties in such public works, construc- 
tions, and activities; and the Administrator 
of Public Works shall utilize the services of 
such officers and engineers whenever practi- 
eable; and when so detailed with the consent 
of the Seeretary of the Navy, the said officers 
and engineers shall be under the supervision 
and direction of the Administrator of Public 
Works. 

(d) All officers of the United States Army 
and/or Navy detailed as aforesaid to serve 
in the Public Works Administration shall re- 
tain their military and naval rank and suc- 
cession and receive the compensation, com- 
mutation, and emoluments provided by law 
in the case of Army and/or naval officers of 
the same rank not detached from the regular 
service; and such payments shall be made 
out of funds appropriated for use of the 
Public Works Administration. 

(e) All strictly military, naval, and na- 
tional-defense construction, improvement, 
maintenance, and administration shall be and 
remain in the Army and Navy under the Ser- 
retary of War and under the Secretary of 
the Navy, as now provided by existing law. 





Title VI—National Defense Reorganization 
Act. 
Short Title. 
Sec. 601. This title may be cited as the 
“National Defense Reorganization Act.” 


Establishment of Department of 
National Defense 


Sec. 602. (a). There is hereby established at 
the seat of government an executive depart- 
ment to be known as the Department of Na- 
tional Defense, at the head of which shall 





be a Secretary of National Defense, who shall 
be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
who shall receive the same compensation as 
other heads of executive departments. 

(b) There shall be in the Department of 
National Defense three Assistant Secretaries, 
to be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
who shall perform such duties as may be 
required by law or prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of National Defense. The Assistant 
Secretaries shall receive compensation at the 
rate of $10,000 per annum. The Assistant 
‘Secretaries shall be known, respectively, as 
the Assistant Secretary for the Army, the 
Assistant Secretary for the Navy, and the 
Assistant Secretary for Aviation. 

Transfer of War and Navy Departments, 

and Coordination of Activities 

Sec. 603. (a) The Department of War and 
the Department of the Navy and all that 
pertains thereto are transferred to the De- 
partment of National Defense, and the De- 
partment of War and the Department of 
the Navy shall cease to exist as separate 
executive departments. 

(b) The offices of Secretary of War, Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Assistant Secretaries of 
War, and Assistant Secretaries of the Navy 
are abolished, and the functions, powers, and 
duties vested in and imposed upon such of- 
eers are hereby vested in and imposed upon 
the Secretary of National Defense. 

Sec. 604. The Secretary of National 
fense is authorized— 

(a) For the purpose of perfecting the or- 
ganization and coordinating the activities of 
the Department of National Defense (1) to 
consolidate, eliminate, or redistribute the 
functions of offices, bureaus, or agencies, to 
create new ones, and fix the powers, duties, 
and functions of their executive heads, and 
(2) to take such other action, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this title, as 
he may deem necessary ; 

(b) To consolidate, or to coordinate the 
activities of, the Air Corps of the Army and 
aviation units, services, and organizations of 
the Navy and Marine Corps; and 

(c) To recommend to Congress from time 
to time such legislation as he deems neces- 
sary to perfect such organization and co- 
ordination of the activities of the Department 
of National Defense, or of such consolidation 
or coordination of the Air Corps of the Army 
and aviation units, services, and organiza- 
tions of the Navy and Marine Corps. 

Miscellaneous 

Sec. 605 (a) The Secretary of National De- 
fense shall cause a seal of office to be made 
for the department, of such device as the 
President shall approve, and judicial notice 
shall be taken thereof. 

(b) The administration of the Department 
of National Defense shall be governed by 
the laws in force with respect to the De- 
partment of War and the Department of the 
Navy at the time of their transfer under this 
title, in so far as such laws are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this title and 
are not inapplicable. 

(ec) All orders, rules, regulations, and per- 
mits or other privileges made, issued, or 
granted by or in respect of the Department 
of War or the Department of the Navy, and 
in effect at the time of the transfer of such 
departments under this title, shall continue 
in effect to the same extent as if such trans- 
fer had not occurred, until modified, super- 
seded, or repealed. 

(d) All unexpended appropriations in re- 
spect of the Department of War or the De- 
partment of the Navy shall be available for 
expenditure by the Department of National 
Defense and shall be treated as if the de- 
partment had been originally named in the 
laws making the appropriations. 

Time of Taking Effect 

Sec. 606. This title shall take effect upon 
the enactment of this Act, except that sec- 
tions 603 to 605, inclusive, shall take effect 
when the Secretary of National Defense and 
the Assistant Secretaries of National De- 
fense have taken office.

Cola, Drug, Ine., and Delaware & Hud- 
son. 

The action taken at the General 
Motors meeting next week may give a 
clue to the possible dividend policy of 
duPont, whose directors are scheduled 
to meet around the middle of May. 

The highly individual character of the 
market was demonstrated by the weak- 
ness in Allied Chemical, which followed 
the statement that the company did. not 
cover full dividend requirements in the 
first quarter of the year.

Provisions of the Economy Commit- 
tee’s omnibus bill looking toward the 
abolition of the Army and Navy Trans- 
port services aroused strenuous objec- 
tions from the Secretary of War Hurley 
and Secretary of Navy Adams. 

The opposition of these cabinet mem- 
bers was made known to the House by 
Representative Schafer (Republican) of 
Wisconsin, who referred to the provision 
as “vicious” and declared that “the facts 
indicate that this service is a paying 
proposition as well as a very necessary 
arm of our National Defense.” 

Mr. Schafer then read into the record 
letters sent to him by the Secretaries of 
War and Navy in response to his in- 
quiries to them regarding the discon- 
tinuance of the services. Extracts from 
these letters follow: 

Secretary of Navy Adams 

“It has long been the policy of the 
Navy Department to foster by every 
proper means the development of our 
merchant marine. We have avoided com- 
petition with commercial shipping in so 
far as the efficient supply and develop- 
ment of the fleet and outlying stations 
permit. Whenever satisfactory service to 
our outlying stations can be provided the 
Navy will curtail its activities to the 
extent that such commercial services 
permit. Sepcifically adequate commer- 
cial ocean transportation facilities are 
lacking in four respects: 


“(a) Service to Guam; (b) service to

“The Navy cannot dispense with the 
services of these five vessels unless some 
other means are provided to carry out 
the tasks: now performed by these ships.

“To handle the transport of troops to 
meet minor peace-time emergencies the 
Navy should be accorded a degree of 
operational control] over vessels of our 
merchant marine necessary to accom- 
plish this. Such operational control 
should include the right to commandeer 
any United States ship to meet a minor 
peace-time emergency; it should also in- 
clude the right to demand that selected 
steamship lines maintain at selected 
ports the equipment necessary to expe- 
ditiously equip vessels of their lines to 
perform transport duty.” 

Secretary of War Hurley 


“The Army transport service is an in- 
tegral part of the Military Establish- 
ment and, therefore, should be main- 
tained under Army control, the same as 
any other essential branch of the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

“The transport service contributes 
vitally to the morale, economy, and effi- 
ciency of the Military Establishment. 
Its discontinuance would strike a serious 
blow at the morale of the Army, which 
could not hope to have otherwise the 
transportation facilities it now enjoys 
under our present well-tried system. 
Commercial lines are not equipped to 
transfer the Army sick and insane from 
outlying stations te the United States. 


“The cost of transportation by the 
Army transport service is far more eco- 
nomical than if the same work were 
performed by commercial lines. The dis- 
eontinuance of the Army transport ser- 
vice would involve an increase in the 
appropriation for Army transportation 
of between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 
annually. 

“The War Department is not in any 
way opposed to the protection and up- 
building of a powerful merchant marine; 
however, it does object to charging any 
part of such cost direct or indirect to 
the War Department appropriations. 


“The Army transport service is not a 
competitor of commercial lines in ordi- 
nary commercial traffic, as it confines its 
activities solely to transportation con- 
cerning the Military Establishment and 
Government officials. Each year a con- 
siderable sum is saved to the Govern- 
ment through the transportation on Gov- 
ernment business of Members of Con- 
gress, officials of the insular possessions’ 
Navy, and Marine Corps, and of the 
Departments of Agriculture, Commerce, 
Justice, ete. 

“The Army transports are run in close 
cooperation. with the Navy and other 
Government departments, thereby effect- 
ing a substantial saving in the transpor- 
tation costs of those departments. 

“During periods of depression in the 
past commercial shipping interests have 
endeavored to secure the discontinuance 
of the Army transport service. In nor- 
mal times it is generally admitted that 
commercially owned and operated ves- 
sels cannot meet the special require- 
ments for commercial transportation and 
at the same time provide adequate fa- 
cilities to serve the Military Establish- 
ment. 

“A small fleet of Army transports 
especially equipped for military trans- 
portation is necessary to meet military 
emergencies in peace and as a nucleus 
for expansion in case of war. 

“The Military Establishment should 
not be dependent upon any agency not 
subject to complete control of the Secre- 
tary of War.”

Reports on Radio Material 


Emphasizing the importance of secur- 
og full performance reports of material 
in service in order that new equipment 
may be an improvement over the old, the 
Bureau of Engineering, Navy Depart- 
ment has requested that all responsible 
officers send in comprehensive special re- 
ports of any failures or deficiencies in 
new radio or sound equipment. 

In order to reduce paper work the 
bureau has cut to a minimum the num- 
ber of routine radio reports uired 
from ships and shore stations. It will 
depend instead upon the initiative of re- 
sponsible officers in submitting special 
reports when needed. Why such reports 
are of importance may be better realized 
from an understanding of the steps re- 
quired in obtaining new equipment. 

Basic communication requirements are 
formulated by the director of naval com- 
munications and passed upon by the 
Chief of Naval Operations. The ap- 
proved requirements are furnished the 
Radio Division of the Burau of Engi- 
neering which must obtain material in 
accordance therewith. The maintenance 

_ section takes steps to purchase the neces- 
sary equipment or such parts of it as 
funds will permit. The research and de- 
sign section prepares specifications for 
this equipment upon which commercial 
manufacturing companies will bid. In 
determining the technical requirements 
and preparing the specifications the re- 
search and design section is governed 
largely by the known performance of 
previously-supplied apparatus, reports on 
failures of such appartus, and the state 
of the art at the time. Obviously, if 
service reports on new apparatus are 
lacking the specifications on future ap- 
paratus will suffer. 

After award of the contract to the 
successful bidder, the field inspection 
service must follow up the work and 
conduct the final tests and inspections. 
However, the conditions of service can 
not always be duplicated on the test 
floor. And no matter how specific the 
ee and how strict the inspec- 

on, only a test in service will show how 

well the requirements have been met. 
Such questions as resistance to shock of 
gunfire, vibration, and corrosion, absence 
of key clicks, harmonics, or other inter- 
ference can be determined definitely only 
after actual installation and use in 
service. 

Doubtless many failures are repaired 
by the ship’s force without informing the 
bureau. In some cases new installations 
may have required certain modifications 
to make them operative. For example, 
it was recently noted that during a 
period of several years there had been 
supplied to the service different types of 
transmitters with keying systems so ar- 
ranged that they could not operate prop- 
erly with the Navy standard control and 
keying system. Obviously, alterations 
must have been made to the transmitter 
or keying system at the time of instal- 
lation of which the burau was never in- 
formed 


The essential point is that the bureau 
should be notified in all such cases. This 
permits a change in design where appro- 
priate so that in future installations the 
defect may be eliminated. It also en- 
ables the bureau in many cases to re- 
quire the contractor to make the neces- 
sary changes under the guarantee clause 
of the contract. 

It is obvious that if the naval service 
is to obtain the benefits of this guaranty, 
the bureau must be in immediate pos- 
session of ali facts concerning failures 
or deficiencies in apparatus. Further- 
more, the service is advised that no 
changes, repairs, or alteration to radio 
apparatus should be made within the 
guaranty period except in cases of ex- 
treme necessity, as such action will ab- 
rogate the guaranty. 





Closing Navy Shore Stations 


Secretary of the Navy Adams Wednes- 
day told the House Naval Affairs com- 
mittee that 83,769 persons would be de- 
prived of a livelihood, and only $2,782,000 
saved, under the Vinson bill for closing 
certain Naval shore stations on the At- 
lantic Coast. He testified all eastern 
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stations, excepting only New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Hampton Roads, could be 
closed. 


The savings, from closing all twelve of 
the stations proposed in the bill, would 
not be immediate, he said. Representa- 
tive John J. Delaney, (Democrat), New 
York, commented that the figure seemed 
insignificant to him and he thought the 
proposal was. “much ado about nothing.” 

“Survey of the Naval shore establish- 
ments indicates that no further reduction 
can be made without detriment to the 
needs of the fleet, except on the east 
coast,” Secretary Adams said in his 
formal statement. 

“It is believed that the facilities at 
New York, Philadelphia and in Hampton 
Roads area for the maintenance and 
supply of the fleet, are in general all 
that are required at present for this pur- 
pose and for a limited amount of new 
construction, and that without undue re- 
duction in naval efficiency, the remaining 
fleet facilities on the east coast can be 
closed.”

Yard at Boston, at a saving of $1,109,-

saving; the Naval training station at 
Newport, saving $22,543; the Naval Ord- 
nance Plant at Charleston, West Va., 
$60,000; the Naval Ordnance Plant at 
Balwin, L. I., $20,150; and decommission- 
ing the four Naval training ships on the 
Great Lakes, $36,304
